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THE  MORE  YOU  study  about  the  occult,  the  clearet 
it  becomes  that  every  aspect  of  it  is  simply  another 
path  to  the  same  thing.  And  what  the  occult  has  been  driv- 
ing at  all  along  fits  with  almost  bizarre  aptness  into  the 
most  avant-garde  discoveries  of  contemporary  science. 

There  are  any  number  of  screaming  examples  that  ham- 
mer this  truth  home.  Probably  the  most  glaring  recent 
sample  is  acupuncture.  Suddenly  acupuncture  isn't  some 
3,000-year-old  mumbo-jumbo  Chinese  quack  healing  any- 
more. Americans  can  suddenly  visit  Red  China  again  and 
doctors  see  that  acupuncture  really  works,  one  of  the  big- 
gest-name journalists  in  the  U.S.  has  an  operation  with 
acupuncture  anesthetic,  American  scientists  get  to  see 
acupuncture  cures  on  the  spot. 

Here  is  this  system  of  medicine  which  works,  com- 
pletely outside  the  accepted  theories  of  Western  science. 
You  stick  needles  into  nerve  centers  on  the  body  charted 
according  to  a  mystical  theory  of  the  opposing  universal 
forces  of  yin  and  yang.  What  could  be  more  occult  than 
that?  And  yet  it  works.  Hard-nosed,  educated  Americans 
have  seen  it  work,  have  experienced  it  working  on  them- 
selves. U.S.  universities  are  studying  acupuncture  with  the 
sanction  of  the  American  Medical  Association.  And  two  or 
three  years  agb  only  a  handful  of  people  in  the  Western 
Hemisphere  would  have  considered  acupuncture  anything 
bur  occult  superstition. 

But  let's  back  off  just  a  little  and  see  some  more  of  the 
picture.  One  of  the  oldest  items  of  the  central  occult 
tradition  is  the  aura,  which  is  described  as  a  border  of 
light  around  the  physical  form  of  any  living  organism- 
humans,  animals,  plants,  insects.  It  changes  size  and  color 
according  to  one's  state  of  health  and  tranquility.  Most 
people  with  psychic  gifts  claim  they  can  see  auras  easily. 
(A  way  to  test  if  you  can  do  this  is  to  look  at  your  hand 
against  a  blank  wall  in  a  semi-dark  room).  Centuries  be- 
fore Christian  artists  began  painting  haloes  around  angels, 
pictures  from  ancient  Egypt  and  India  often  showed  a 
luminous  mist  around  holy  figures. 
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ACCORDING  to  deeper  occult  thinking, 
ura  is  much  more  than  merely  a  psychic  thermom- 
believed  to  be  the  visible  outline  of  the  astral 
lonmaterial  wave  field  that  penetrates  the  entire 
od\ .

a  legendary  transcendent  "high!'  The  earliest  modern 
study  of  this  mental  state— and  still  probably  the  best 
study— was  made  by  a  Canadian  physician  named 
Dr.  Richard  Bucke  who  wrote  "Cosmic  Consciousness!' 
Bucke  was  one  of  the  closest  friends  of  the  visionary  poet 
Walt  Whitman  and  in  1872  he  himself  experienced  a 
classic  spiritual  flash  of  awareness.  He  had  spent  an 
evening  reading  poetry  aloud  with  a  group  of  friends, 
and  on  the  way  home  he  suddenly  expetienced  "a  moment 
of  indescribable  splendor!' 

He  reports  in  third-person  what  it  felt  like.  He  found 
himself  wrapped  around  "by  a  flame-colored  cloud  . . . 
without  warning  of  any  kind!'  After  an  instant  he  knew 
that  the  light  was  within  himself.  "Directly  after  there 
came  upon  him  a  sense  of  exultation,  of  immense  joyous- 
ness,  accompanied  or  immediately  followed  by  an 
intellectual  illumination  quite  impossible  to  describe. 
Into  his  brain  streamed  one  momentary  lightning-flash 
of  the  Brahmic  Splendor  which  ever  since  lightened  his 
life.  Upon  his  heart  fell  one  drop  of  the  Brahmic  Bliss, 
leaving  thenceforth  for  always  an  aftertaste  of  Heaven!' 
He  added,  a  primary  characteristic  of  this  experence  is 
"a  consciousness  of  the  life  and  order  of  the  universe  . . . 
It  is  like  being  on  a  new  plane  of  existence  . . .  elevated, 
exalted,  joyous  and  morally  upright!' 

There's  no  doubt  that  many  young  people  today  have 


experienced  a  glimpse  of  this  sort  of  thing  by  the  use  of 
psychedelic  drugs.  And  drugs  are  no  stranger  to  the  occult 
tradition.  The  last  of  the  great  black  magicians,  Aleister 
Crowley,  died  in  1947  at  the  age  of  72  mainlining 
up  to  1 1  grams  of  heroin  daily.  From  1920  to  1923, 
Crowley  was  proprietor  of  the  "Sacred  Abbey  of  Thelema" 
in  Sicily  where  drug  "Orgia"  were  practiced  nightly. 
As  he  confided  to  his  "Magical  Record!'  "Sex  magic  is  the 
most  difficult  of  all  roads  to  power  because  it  is  a  great 
effort  for  the  mind  to  remain  concentrated  on  the  ceremony!" 

But  the  occult  has  many  more  healthy  techniques  for 
achieving  a  higher  state  of  consciousness.  The  most 
primary  technique  is  meditation,  taught  on  this  record 
by  Alan  Watts,  America's  foremost  scholar  of  oriental 
philosophy.  The  relaxed  state  of  meditation  is  basic  to 
success  at  ESP,  as  has  been  found  in  recent  experiments 
with  bio-feedback.  In  1966  Japanese  physiologists  wired 
Zen  masters  to  an  EEC  (electroencephalograph)  machine 
and  found  that  during  meditation  the  brain  produced 
almost  exclusively  an  alpha  wave  pattern.  The  American 
Society  for  Psychical  Research  is  currently  engaged 
in  testing  the  ESP  of  large  numbers  of  people 
during  meditation. 
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THE  OTHER  implications  of  the  occult  grow  out  of 
this  process  of  attaining  a  higher  state  of  con- 
sciousness. Yoga  is  an  age-old  system  of  total  body  and 
mind  control,  explained  on  the  record  by  the  famous 
teacher  Indra  Devi.  Another  yoga  expert,  Swami  Rama, 
former  dean  of  one  of  India's  largest  ashram  schools, 
submitted  himself  for  bio-feedback  tests  at  Menninger 
Clinic  and  at  the  first  session  he  stopped  his  heart  for  17 
seconds  and  made  the  left  side  of  one  hand  hotter  than 
the  right  side. 

From  controlling  the  self,  the  next  step  is  control  of 
outside  events.  This  is  the  goal  of  all  magic,  whether  it's 
called  voodoo,  witchcraft  or  sorcery.  The  primal  motto  of 
classical  magic  is,  "As  above,  so  below  ...  to  achieve  the 
miracle  of  the  unityi'  from  a  text  called  "The  Emerald 
Table  of  Hermes  Trismegistus "  which  was  reputedly 
carved  on  slabs  of  emerald. 
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THE  UNDERLYING  principle  of  all  magic  is  that  if 
man  really  does  have  a  spark  of  God  within  him, 
then  it  must  somehow  be  possible  to  attain  Godlike 
powers  by  harmonizing  oneself  with  the  great  spirinial 
forces  of  the  universe.  Contemporary  witches,  like  Louise 
Huebner  who  appears  on  this  album,  stress  that  it's  the 
concentration  of  willpower  which  gives  a  spell  whatever 
strength  it  possesses.  All  the  props— candles,  incense, 
special  chants  and  words— are  there  to  direct  and  focus 
the  will  on  the  desired  end. 
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IRE  GROUP-MINDED  witches,  such  as  Raymond 
and  Rowen  Buckland  of  Long  Island  and  Fred  and 
Adler  of  Los  Angeles  who  head  important  tradi- 
jvens,  teach  that  black  magic  automatically 
angs  back  against  the  one  who  issues  a  curse.  Anton 
founder  of  the  Church  of  Satan,  has  another  idea 


you'll  hear  on  the  record.  "The  only  way  a  hex,  curse,  or 
blast  will  work  properly  is  if  it's  perpetrated  against 
someone  who  truly  deserves  it,  a  person  who  has  interfered 
with  one's  progress  or  wantonly  destroyed  the  tranquility 
of  another's  existence.  Many  people  are  deserving  victims 
and  there's  no  need  to  sacrifice  babies  or  animals  or  the 


town  drunk  or  anybody  who  isn't  causing  others  trouble!' 
And  La  Vey  now  acknowledges  that  his  Satan  is  a  prin- 
ciple of  healthy  ego  rather  than  an  actual  living 
embodiment  of  evil. 
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AND  OF  COURSE,  there  are  those  who  can  demon- 
strate paranormal  ESP  gifts  without  any  support  of 
ritual  or  ceremony  at  all.  These  are  the  psychics.  Psychic 
ability  is  the  raw  material  of  the  occult  powers,  almost 
undoubtedly  the  basis  for  everything  else.  And  to  a  smaller 
degree,  each  of  us  has  probably  either  had  a  psychic  expe- 
rience ourselves  or  we  personally  know  someone  who  has. 
The  most  universal  format  for  a  spontaneous  psychic 
experience  is  someone  sleeping— or  at  least  in  a  relaxed, 
meditative  state  of  mind— who  gets  a  brief,  vivid  image  of 
a  relative  or  friend  in  a  desperate  emergency,  either  being 
injured  or  dying.  Is  there  any  family  who  doesn't  have 
one  of  these  stories? 

In  my  own  family,  the  version  is  this:  Back  in  Russia 
under  the  czars,  my  grandmother  dreamed  about  her  oldest 
son  who  had  gone  off  to  America  to  clear  the  way  for  the 
rest  of  the  clan  to  immigrate.  In  her  dream,  she  saw  my 
uncle  Abe  dressed  in  a  white  suit  and  lying  hurt  on  a 


strangely  patterned  wood  floor.  Of  course  a  letter  soon 
arrived  with  the  news  . . .  He  had  broken  his  leg  by  slip- 
ping off  a  scaffold  in  his  white  coveralls  early  in  his  new 
career  of  installing  the  fancy  parquet  floors  which  were  a 
big  fad  here  prior  to  World  War  I. 

The  full-time  psychic  does  more  of  this  more  often.  On 
our  album  we  have  the  best-known  psychic  in  the  world 
today,  Peter  Hurkos.  When  I  first  interviewed  him  during 
the  year  of  research  I  put  in  on  my  book,  THE  OCCULT 
EXPLOSION,  he  asked  me  to  take  a  photograph  out  of  my 
wallet  and  hand  it  to  him  upside  down  so  he  couldn't  see 
it.  Then,  briskly  rubbing  the  photo  in  his  hands,  he  pro- 
ceeded to  describe  it  with  perfect  accuracy.  For  a  clincher, 
he  said  that  at  the  time  the  picture  was  taken  my  wife 
(shown  in  it)  had  an  appendix  infection  forming  and 
would  shortly  be  in  need  of  an  operation.  It  was  indeed 
true  that  my  wife  had  an  appendectomy  within  90  days 
after  this  three-year-old  photograph  was  taken.

lists  today  is  that  a  medium  believes  ESP  insights 


are  a  communication  from  dead  souls  or— more  accurately 
—souls  which  have  passed  from  this  world  to  another 
level  of  existence. 

And  this  brings  us  directly  to  the  area  of  what  the 
higher  state  of  consciousness,  once  developed,  is  supposed 
to  accomplish.  Sincere,  in-depth  occultism  is  not  con- 
cerned with  anything  as  superficial  as  getting  a  sex  partner 
with  a  love  spell  or  locating  lost  treasure.  That's  the 
bottom  rung. 

The  occult  view  of  the  universe  doesn't  share  our 
standard  theological  concept  of  death  leading  to  either  a 
permanent  heaven  or  hell.  On  the  contrary,  occultism  sees 
the  essential  core  of  every  living  being  moving  eternally 
through  various  planes  of  existence— most  of  which  are 
non-physical.  In  each  life,  it  should  be  our  goal  then  to 
prepare  ourselves  to  ascend  to  a  higher  realm  of  being. 


Psychic  ESP  is  a  glimpse  of  the  next  higher  realm. 
Meditation  and  yoga  are  techniques  for  entering  that 
realm.  Magic  or  witchcraft  are  systems  for  attempting  to 
use  the  powers  of  this  higher  plane. 

There  are  also  methods  which  attempt  to  map  our 
relationship  to  this  higher  plane  and  thus  provide  us  with 
the  knowledge  that  leads  us  towards  cosmic  consciousness. 
I  Ching  or  the  Tarot  Cards,  the  great  psychology  pioneer 
Carl  Jung  suggests,  works  on  the  principle  that  everything 
going  on  in  the  universe  affects  everything  else.  Therefore 
if  you  toss  coins  or  shuffle  cards  to  arrive  at  some  formula 
for  answering  questions,  the  great  spiritual  forces  working 
in  the  universe  will  automatically  guide  the  results.  Still 
another  method  of  divination,  and  undoubtedly  the  most 
popular  one  of  all  is  astrology. 
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ASTROLOGY  is  yet  another  branch  of  the  occult 
beginning  to  get  a  new  re-examination  by  science. 
An  RCA  physicist  uses  astrological  tables  to  forecast  mag- 
netic storms  which  interfere  with  radio  transmissions.  He 
reported  at  a  1961  NATO  conference  that  the  position  of 
the  planets  can  be  used  to  tell  when  and  where  storms  are 
coming  with  85  percent  accuracy.  He  suggested  the  theory 
that  any  solar  system  acts  like  a  giant  electrical  generator. 

Dr.  Eugen  Jonas  of  Czechoslovakia  claims  he  has  used 
astrology  cycles  to  make  birth  control  schedules  with  99 
percent  accuracy  in  over  20,000  cases  since  1956. 

Our  record's  astrology  spokesman,  the  very  contempo- 
rary Barbara  Birdfeather  (She's  a  progressive  FM  rock 
disc  jockey  as  well  as  having  written  "The  Birdfeather 
Astrological  Space  Book")  expands  on  this  concept  that  a 
discipline  founded  by  ancient  Babylonians  who  believed 
Earth  was  flat,  unmoving  and  the  center  of  the  universe 
discovered  a  timeless  universal  knowledge.  Serious  astrol- 
ogers today  still  are  convinced  that  their  technique  really 
does  chart  individual  human  destinies— but  not  because  of 
any  mythology.  The  positions  of  our  neighboring  planets 
and  stars  are  now  understood  to  change  the  bio-electric 
force  fields  of  the  universe. 

And  the  kind  of  horoscope  you  need  to  truly  under- 
stand your  astrological  influences  is  not  at  all  the  bland 
paragraphs  found  in  most  daily  newspapers.  There  are  far 
more  factors  involved  in  anyone's  effective  astrology  chart. 

The  underlying  question  about  the  entire  occult  tradi- 
tion is:  If  it  really  works,  where  did  it  come  from?  How 
could  primitive,  pre-scientific  civilizations  come  up  with 
genuine  secrets  of  nature  that  go  beyond  anything  known 
in  scientific  technology?  Is  it  possible? 

There  are  two  main  schools  of  thought  about  this 
among  occultists.  But  as  you  look  at  them  more  carefully, 
it  becomes  clear  that  neither  theory  contradicts  the  other. 
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THE  MOST  recent  theory  only  became  possible  during 
the  past  several  decades.  It  is  the  idea  that  beings 
from  other  planets  and  solar  systems  brought  their  power- 
ful knowledge  to  Earth  long  ago  while  travelling  in  space- 
craft—which we  now  call  Unidentified  Flying  Objects. 

Our  UFO  expert  on  this  record  is  Stanton  T  Friedman, 
a  nuclear  physicist  who  worked  for  14  years  in  the  aero- 
space industry  before  becoming  a  full-time  writer  and 
lecturer  on  "flying  saucers."  Friedman  concentrates  on 
collecting  the  data  which  proves  indisputably  that  hun- 
dreds of  UFO  sightings  have  been  made  throughout  the 
world  by  dependable  witnesses,  that  dozens  of  genuine 
films,  recordings,  photos  and  ground  markings  of 
UFOs  exist. 

The  second  theory  about  the  origin  of  ocailt  super- 
normal powers  is  that  ancient  civilizations  had  many 
secret  psychic  technologies  which  are  largely  lost  today.

And  this  leads  to  the  unsettling  implication  that 
these  vanished  cultures  destroyed  themselves  in  nuclear 
holocausts  our  own  society  is  only  now  able  to  duplicate.

humble,  and  hardworking— and  it  doesn't  destroy  the 
delicate  ecological  balance  of  nature. 

"I  planted  an  experimental  subsistence  farm  on  the 
Navajo  reservation  and  found  it  took  me  only  eighty  hours 
of  work  to  feed  myself  for  a  year  on  a  vegetarian  diet" 
says  Craig  Carpenter.  "That's  about  the  same  time  you'd 
get  off  from  your  job  on  a  two-week  vacation.  The  world 
can  go  back  to  living  in  self-supporting  agro-industrial 
communities,  and  the  crises  of  pollution  and  population 
explosion  prove  that  it's  necessary!'

I'm  not  in  that  league 
myself,  but  I  used  to  run  from  Hopiland  in  Arizona  to  !Los 
Angeles  in  less  than  a  week.  There's  a  man  in  the  Hotevilla 
Hopi  village  named  Charlie  Talwapi  who's  108  years  old 
now,  and  they  say  he  used  to  be  able  to  change  into  a  bird 
or  an  animal.  Whether  that's  literally  true  or  not,  the 
runners  in  the  old  days  could  certainly  travel  with  the 
endurance  of  a  bird  or  animal.  An  Arizona  businessman 
named  William  Coxon  has  followed  these  trail  markers- 
footprints  carved  in  rock  that  guide  a  day's  run— to  Cali- 
fornia, north  into  Siberia  and  across  Greece  through 
Israel  into  Africa!' 
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NO  MODERN  industrial  society  has  ever  experienced 
anything  hke  today's  occuh  explosion.  Marshall 
McLuhan,  the  philosopher  of  media  impact,  says,  "The 
current  interest  of  youth  in  astrology,  clairvoyance,  and 
the  occult  is  no  coincidence.  Psychic  communal  integra- 
tion, made  possible  at  last  by  the  electronic  media,  could 
create  the  universality  of  consciousness  foreseen  by  Dante 
when  he  predicted  tliat  men  would  continue  as  no  more 
than  broken  fragments  until  they  were  unified  into  an  in- 
clusive consciousness.

LOUISE  HUEBNER  (Witchcraft)  is 
known  throughout  the  USA  as  the  Offi- 
cial Witch  of  Los  Angeles  County.  She  has 
appeared  in  every  medium  from  Life  Maga- 
zine to  the  Tonight  Show.  A  sixth-generation 
witch  and  a  third-generation  astrologer, 
Louise  prefers  to  work  her  spells  alone  rather 


than  heading  a  coven.  She  is  a  hypnotically  at- 
tractive dark-haired  lady  pictured  here  with 
her  three  children.  Her  husband,  Mentor,  is  a 
film  designer  and  the  family  lives  .with  their 
small  zoo  atop  Mt.  Washington  in  Los 
Angeles. 

Louise's  books  are  Power  Through  Witch- 
craft and  Never  Strike  A  Happy  Medium.  She 
is  highly  in  demand  for  lectures  and  public 
appearances.  Just  completed  is  her  series  of 
nine  mini-books  for  Hallmark  Cards,  cover- 
ing subjects  which  include  magic,  dreams, 
palmistry  and  numerology. 

ANTON  SZANDOR  LA  VEY  (Satanism) 
is  the  founder  and  high  priest  of  the 
Church  of  Satan,  based  in  San  Francisco  and 
with  some  10,000  members  worldwide.  La 
Vey's  Satanic  motto  is  Evil  Spelled  Backward 
Means  Live.  He  interprets  the  Devil  not  as  a 
deity  of  pain  and  hatred,  but  as  the  symbol  for 
a  healthy,  pleasure-seeking  ego. 

The  colorful  La  Vey  kept  a  full-grown  lion 
at  his  home  and  fought  off  city  efforts  to  re- 
move it,  until  deciding  it  was  time  to  give  the 
lion  to  the  San  Francisco  Zoo  so  it  could  sire 
cubs. 


He  was  born  in  Chicago  some  40  years  ago 
of  mixed  Rumanian-German-Gypsy  parent- 
age and  ran  away  from  high  school  to  join  the 
Clyde  Beatty  Circus,  rising  to  assistant  lion 
trainer  as  well  as  playing  the  circus  calliope. 
At  18,  he  switched  to  a  carnival  and  became 
a  mind-reader's  assistant,  learning  fundamen- 
tals of  hypnotism  and  the  occult. 

Satanic  Church  headquarters  looks  like  the 
home  of  a  Charles  Addams  family,  complete 
with  skeletons,  tombstones,  weird  paintings, 
stuffed  animals,  black  walls  and  even  a  net- 
work of  secret  passages.  The  church  is  legally 
incorporated  in  the  state  of  California  and  has 
performed  a  Satanic  baptism  (of  Anton's 
younger  daughter,  Zeena),  Satanic  weddings 
featuring  a  female  nude  altar,  and  even  a  Sa- 
tanic funeral  of  a  young  sailor  with  full  mili- 
tary honors. 

He  has  written  The  Satanic  Bible  to  out- 
line his  magical  concepts  and  appeared  as  the 
Devil  in  Rosemary's  Baby. 

ALAN  WATTS  (Meditation)  is  America's 
foremost  scholar  of  oriental  philosophy, 
particularly  Zen  Buddhism.  Born  in  London, 
he  is  an  ordained  Episcopal  minister  and  ad- 
mits freely  that  his  research  into  the  Hindu- 
Buddhist  tradition  emerged  from  a  childhood 
fascination  with  Fu  Manchu  thrillers.  He  no 
longer  has  any  organized  church  ties  and  lives 
with  his  wife  in  a  beached  ferryboat  in  Sausa- 
lito,  a  few  miles  north  of  the  Golden  Gate 
Bridge. 

He  has  published  over  20  highly  popular 
books  about  the  emerging  relationship  be- 
tween philosophy,  religion,  psychology  and 
science.  Among  the  best-known  are  This  Is  It, 
Psychotherapy  East  and  West,  The  Joyous  Cos- 
mology. The  Way  of  Zen.  He  is  one  of  the 
nation's  most  in-demand  lecturers,  has  had 
series  on  Public  Television  and  contributes 
articles  regularly  to  Playboy  and  many  other 
publications. 

Among  his  central  themes  is  that  Oriental 
religion  is  largely  a  technique  of  psychother- 
apy, with  reincarnation  as  a  symbolic  device 


for  freeing  people  of  socially  induced  neu- 
roses. He  feels  that  meditation  can  produce  in- 
sights which  bring  the  individual  beyond  a 
screen  of  social  illusion  and  return  one  to  ev- 
eryday life  spiritually  "reborn"  and  "in  the 
world  but  not  of  it!' 
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STANTON  T  FRIEDMAN  (UFOs)  is  a 
nuclear  physicist  with  14  years  of  experi- 
ence in  the  aerospace  industry.  After  studying 
UFO  data  for  over  a  decade,  his  interest  in  the 
field  became  so  consuming  that  he  is  now  a 
full-time  writer,  investigator  and  lecturer  on 
the  so-called  'flying  saucers!'  His  view  is  that 
evidence  overwhelmingly  confirms  the  earth 
is  being  visited  by  vehicles  from  other  worlds. 
He  is  director  of  the  California  UFO  Re- 
search Institute  (RO.  Box  941,  Lawndale,  Ca., 
90260)  which  publishes  a  monthly  newsletter 


about  recent  UFO  evidence.  Friedman  has  de- 
livered nearly  100  lectures,  mostly  at  colleges, 
starting  in  1971. 

He  has  one  of  the  most  extensive  collec- 
tions of  UFO  material  in  private  hands,  and 
he  is  as  quick  to  expose  false  UFO  claims  as 
he  is  to  stand  up  for  valid  sightings. 

1NDRA  DEVI  (Yoga)  is  America's  "First 
Lady  of  Yoga"  author  of  standard  U.S. 
texts  on  the  technique.  Forever  Young  For- 
ever Healthy,  Yoga  for  Americans,  Renew 
Your  Life  Through  Yoga. 

Of  Russian-Swedish  parentage,  she  first 
lived  in  India  in  1927  and  became  an  activist 
in  that  nation's  struggle  for  independence, 


working  with  Nehru  and  Gandhi.  Stricken 
with  a  grave  nervous  heart  condition  that 
lasted  four  years,  she  finally  turned  to  Yoga 
healing  treatments  and  was  cured  permanently 
in  a  week.  She  at  once  plunged  into  the  study 
of  Yoga  with  a  famous  teacher,  Shri  Krishna- 
macharya,  and  was  given  the  Indian  name 
Indra  Devi.  She  became  the  first  European  to 
teach  Yoga  in  India  and  throughout  WW  II 
operated  China's  first  Yoga  school  in  Shang- 
hai. She  came  to  the  U.S.A.  in  1947  and  mar- 
ried a  Los  Angeles  physician.  Most  of  her 
classes  are  now  held  at  the  non-profit  Yoga 
Foundation  at  Tecate,  Ca  92080  on  the  Mexi- 
can border. 

In  recent  years,  Indra  Devi  has  become  a 
follower  of  Sai  Baba,  the  religious  leader 
claimed  by  his  disciples  to  be  a  miracle  worker. 
Sai  Baba's  teachings  have  had  a  clarifying 
effect  for  her  as  to  the  mystical  symbolism 
of  Yoga  exercise  techniques. 


CRAIG  CARPENTER  (Indian  Magic)  is 
the  messenger  who  brought  together 
American  Indian  traditional  medicine  men 
throughout  the  country  during  the  past  20 
years.  He  is  of  Mohawk  descent,  his  grand- 


parents movmg  from  New  York  State  to 
Michigan  in  order  to  pass  for  white.  Craig 
attended  Forestry  School  at  the  University  of 
Michigan  and  says,  "My  family  got  afraid  I 
was  reverting  after  I  started  winning  bow-and- 
arrow  hunting  trophies  and  spending  my  time 
with  the  few  Indians  left  along  Lake  Michi- 
gan!'Then  he  felt  a  spiritual  call  to  seek  some- 
thing in  the  'West.  After  three  years  on  the 
road,  participating  in  occult  movements  such 
as  Rosicrucianism  and  spiritualism,  he  found 
his  way  to  the  Hopi  reservation  in  northern 
Arizona. 

It  was  just  at  this  time  that  the  Hopis  had 
combined  all  elements  of  their  age-old  clan 
prophecies  (described  by  Craig  on  the  record) 
and  were  seeking  to  bring  to  the  world  their 
message  of  how  to  avoid  the  destruction  of 
Earth  by  nuclear  holocaust  or  ecological  break- 
down. Craig  has  devoted  the  rest  of  his  life  to 
taking  this  vision  of  the  "Creator's  Life  Plan',' 
—a  self-supporting  agricultural  and  home- 
crafts living  style— first  to  traditional  Indian 
spokesmen  isolated  all  across  the  country  and 
then  to  the  New  Youth  Movement  that  shared 
this  Indian  Outlook.  He  says  that  the  Hopi 
prophecies  predicted  that  a  new  peaceful, 
long-haired  brother  tribe  would  appear,  called 
something  like  "Hipis!'  At  last  word,  Craig 
Carpenter  was  working  with  the  Hoopa  In- 
dians in  northern  California. 

DR.  THELMA  MOSS  (ESP  Research)  is 
an  associate  professor  of  psychology  at 
the  UCLA  Medical  School.  Her  experimental 
work  in  parapsychology  has  contributed  to  the 
mass  of  evidence  that  extrasensory  perception 
truly  exists.  She  is  one  of  the  U.S.  scientists 
now  duplicating  the  work  of  the  Russians  who 
invented  a  machine  that  makes  auras  visible. 


It  is  not  surprising  that  she  is  one  of  para- 
psychology's  most  articulate  speakers,  since 
for  many  years  she  was  a  highly  successful 
actress  and  scriptwriter,  appearing  on  Broad- 
way with  stars  like  Ethel  Barrymore  and  writ- 
ing the  Alec  Guinness  film.  The  Detective, 


When  her  long  marriage  ended  with  her  hus- 
band's death  of  cancer,  she  became  a  pioneer 
LSD  therapy  patient  and  wrote  a  500,000- 
copy  bestseller  about  those  then-legal  treat- 
ment trips.  Then  the  mother  of  two  went  back 
to  UCLA  for  six  years  and  earned  a  PhD  in 
clinical  psychology.  She  has  conducted  experi- 
ments with  long-distance  telepathy,  ESP  and 
gambling,  and  ESP  under  hypnosis. 

PETER  HURKOS  (Psychic)  is  world- 
famous  for  his  thoroughly  documented 
powers  to  see  into  the  past  and  future  with 
phenomena!  accuracy.  He  was  born  in  Hol- 
land and  lived  a  completely  ordinary  life  as  a 
merchant  seaman,  family  man  and  house- 
painter  until  the  age  of  .^0.  In  1941  he  fell  off 
a  scaffolding  on  a  four-story  building.  When 
he  came  out  of  a  four-day  coma  after  major 
brain  surgery,  apparently  injuries  to  his  mid- 
brain caused  some  significant  changes  to  his 
sensory  switchboard. 

His  psychic  visions  began  immediately  and 
he  convinced  doubting  hospital  physicians  by 


reeling  off  intimate  personal  details  of  their 
lives.  Peter  has  commendations  from  police  in 
Europe  and  the  U.S.  for  his  help  in  solving 
murder  cases  with  his  psychic  visions.  His 
clues  were  invaluable  in  breaking  the  Michi- 
gan University  Coed  Murders  in  1969.  In  one 
of  the  hundreds  of  other  testimonials  to  the 
Hurkos  gifts,  film  star  Glenn  Ford  says  he 
witnessed  and  tape-recorded  the  psychic  pre- 
dicting the  Cuban  Missile  Crisis  some  three 
weeks  before  it  happened. 

Hurkos  has  lived  in  Hollywood  since  I960 
and  is  a  valued  counselor  for  a  galaxy  of  film 
and  music  stars  such  as  Ike  &  Tina  Turner.

ROSEMARY  BROWN  (Spiritualism)  is

Beethoven, 
Chopin,  Liszt,  Grieg,  Debussy,  Brahms  and 
Schumann  are  among  the  late  composers  who 
have  appeared  to  her.
